Paper on “What Kind ot Grandmother a Guaher—Teat Flow Shows 40 Bar- 
Will the Modern Flapper Make” rels of 42.5 Gravity Crude in 6 
Read at Dinton Girla’ Culb Minutes—Flowing by Heads 


'.The following paper was read at a 
meeting of the Girls’ Club of Dinton: 

Madam President, Supervisor and 
Fellow Members: at our last meeting 
you gave me an almost impossible 
task, that of getting up a paper on 
“What Kind of Grandmother the Mod 
ern Flapper will Make.” 

As you all know the modern flapper 
per is a new species of humanrry and 
has no history neither as a 'young 
lady, mother or grandmother. There¬ 
fore there are no books or help of any 
kind on the matter and anything I 
will give will be simply my. own 
thought. 

I presume that the meaning or the 
question I am supposed to try to an¬ 
swer is how the modern flopper wm 
compare as grandmother with the 
grandmother of today. To arrive at 
a conclusion we must first look at the 
modern flapper as a young lady In our 
grandmothers’ time. I must first 
state that all young ladies of today 
are not all classed as flappers and it 
would be altogether unfair to class 
them as such. What I understand is 
meant by the modern flapper, is tne 
girl whose whole thought anil amm- 
tion apparently is self gratification 
and so called “high old time,” the one 
who loves to spend her time In the 
home painting, powdering and dolling 
herself up, while mother is cooking 
the dinner and washing the dishes, 
who would be found on the street or 
in the afternoon picture shows, while 
mother is washing and tidying up 
daughter’s bedroom. * In the evening 
ahe may be found sitting in the glit¬ 
tering beer parlor by the side of some 
young man with a cigarette in her 
mouth and a few glasses ofbeer inside 
while mother is at home doing the 
mending. Can we picture in our mind 
such a girl as housekeeper and wile in 
the future to saiy nothing of Her as a 
mother, if she ever should become 
such 7 But I believe there are many 
of our modern flappers who wilt never 
• become mothers, because we know 
that the effect of beer, cigarettes, etc 
are* not conducive to a healthy body 
of the male, much less the weaker, 
the female sex. Therefore we cannot 
have much hope of the offspring be¬ 
ing strong and healthy and living to 
produce a second generation whereby 
the modern flapper may become 
grandmother. I therefor think that 
the chances of the modem flapper ev¬ 
er becoming grandmother are slim. 
But, should she by the goodness of 
providence, live to become mother and 
grandmother there is a chance that 
she may make a good and perhaps a 
better mother and grandmother than 
the mother and grandmother ol vouay 
I am led to make this statement be¬ 
cause of the fact that in the girinood 
days of our mothers and grandmoth¬ 
ers, they were taught by their motn- 
ers to be subject unto and controlled 
by Their parents and those in author¬ 
ity. over them to such an extent that 
it became repulsive and they deter¬ 
mined in their Own mind that their 
children should not be kept under 
such strict control, that they snoufd 
have a little more freedom, hence we 
have it that the present young gener¬ 
ation have had so much freedom m 
their childhood days that we have the 
modern flapper as the result and 1 be¬ 
lieve, that as the modem flapper 
grows older she will see the folly of 
all this freedom and laxity in her 
.bringing up and she may determine 
in her own mind that her children will 
be kept under discipline and control 
and because of the fact that she has 
always been monarch’ of all she sur¬ 
veyed, she is likely to carry out her 
decision with regard to disciplining 
her children. Therefore I say that 
she may become even better a mother 
than the mother of the present day 
ind if a better mother then certainly 
a better grandmother. 

I cannot close however, wunout 
stating that in preparing this paper 
on the modern flapper I have had in 
mind only the girls of today whom 
we might clas^ as the extremeties in 
modern styles and habits. If on the 
other hand you wished me to take in¬ 
to consideration the average youqg 
lady of today, I would have felt called 
upon to give a somewhat different 
paper, as it is my opinion that the 
average young lady of modern times 
will compare very favorably with the 
young lady of grandmother’s time. 

Everything being equal there is no 
reason why our modern young ladies 
with their advanced education and 
etc., should not become what we 
would term, grandmother, superior 
to the present , 

FLEW TOOTTAWA 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, uearing 
messages of greeting from President 
Coolidge to Premier Mackenzie King, 
in commemoration of the Diamond 
Jubilee of Canada’s confederation, ar¬ 
rived with his escort of 12 United 
States army planes and circled over 
the capital at 1:15 (eastern daylight 
time). 

Flying “The Spirit of St. Louis ’ in 
the lead of his escort, the Paris-to- 
New York birdman whirred in a wide 
graceful sweep over the city of Otta¬ 
wa, with the army planes in four for¬ 
mation of three machines each. They 
circled around the Victory tower of 
the parliament buildings. 

The holiday crowd packing the 
down-town streets were at first at¬ 
tracted by the roaring machines, 
which banked, circled back, and then 
raced away at terrific speed. The 
hoarse honking of automobile horns 
and lusty cheers of many throats 
were sent up to Col. Lindbergh and 
his escort by the crowds in the. city. 

After a few minutes, circling over 
the capital, the trans-Atlantic flier 
raced away from the accompanying 
planes and headed back to the landing 
field, some five miles distant, while 
the army planes continued with tnerr 
formation manoeuvring over the city. 

Lindbergh thrilled the crowds at the 
landing field with stunt flying before 
he swooped gracefully to earth and 
made a perfect landing at 1:20 p.m. 

Lieut. G. Thad Johnson, first pur¬ 
suit squadron, U.S. army, Selfridge 
Field, was instantly killed when his 
plane, forming one of tne escort 
which accompanied Col. Lindbergh to 
Ottawa, crashed in making a landing. 
Lieut. Johnson came from Texas, but 
officials are unable to state his home 
town. Lieut. Johnson was the only 
occupant of the plane. 


Turner Valley took its place among 
the big crude oil producing fields of 
te continent Saturday night when 
preliminary tests at the new Dalhous 
ie No. 5 well demonstrated that the 
first real "gusher” of the field will 
flow 40 barrels of 42.5 gravity crude 
oil in six minutes. This test was 
blade between 11 p.m. and 12 o’clock 
midnight. The well was allowed to 
discharge through the control head 
and the entire derrick and vicinity, 
was almost instantly drenched with 
the high gravity crude. The most 
significant facts of the drilling in of 
this new crude oil producer are these: 
Dalhousie No. 5 is the first big pro¬ 
ducing well in Turner Valley which is 
actually flowing by heads witti very 
little gas pressure.. , The flow of gas 
from the well is estimated at less 
than 1,000,000 cubic feet per day. 

As the well is dowiy4,52{L,feet, with 
an 8%-inch diameter the bottom, 
the pressure required to raise suen a 
heavy column of oil to a height suf¬ 
ficient to make the well flow, as it is 
now doing, indicates a tremendous 
reservoir of crude oil in the sand 
which has been penetrated by tne 
drill, under, high pressure. These 
facts alone, to oil men, are significant 
of the discovery of a big crude oil 
producing pool.- In addition, tnere 
are the geological aspects which sup¬ 
port the practical performance of the 
new well. 

Dalhousie No. 5 is located on legal 
subdivision 16, section 30, township 19 
range 2, west of the fifth meridian, n 
is, therefore, almost exactly a mile 
and one half north and slightly west 
of te new Home No. 1 well, another 
crude oil well, producing from the top 
of the Fernie shales at a depth of 
4,560 feet. , 

“It is a crude oil well, the real 
thing,” was as far as Mr. McLeod 
would commit himself. There were 
misconceptions about the bringing in 
of the well which Mr. McLeod wanted 
corrected. In the first place, at the 
point where the Irill entered the pay 
sands the hole was about 8)4 inches 
and npt 10 inches in diameter. The 
crew had befen making open hole and 
had 500 feet of open hole. When the 
drill hit the oil sand the oil began ris¬ 
ing in the well, and blowing out by 
heads. 

In anticipation of this, however, the 
crew had previously affixed a control 
head to the well and when the well be 
gan to blow had it completely under 
control, so that the only time the oil 
has blown up into the derrick has 
been when the control head has 
been opened for test purposes. 

During Sunday the well blew at in¬ 
tervals with terriffic force, scattei • ig 
oil over the entire vicinity when the 
control head was opened. A real pro¬ 
duction test cannot be made until suf¬ 
ficient tanks are erected to take care 
of the product owing to the extreme 
hazard of fire from the high gravity 
highly inflammable crude oil. 

These tanks have been ordered 
rushed to the location and in the 
meantime a 300-barrel tank was put 
in shape and hurriedly connected with 
the well. Late Sunday night, the 
crew were just starting to let the well 
flow into this tank, but no figures are 
available yet as to how quickly it was 
filled from the well. On Saturday- 
night, however, as stated previously 
when the well was allowed to flow 
wide open for a few minutes, it gush- 
jed 40 barrels of the high gravity 
crude in six minutes. ■ 

Spooner No. 1 Strikes Crude 

Apparently striking the same pro¬ 
ducing horizon in the top of the Fer¬ 
nie from which Dalhousie No. 5 and 
Home No. 1 are getting crude oil pro¬ 
duction in south Turner Valley, the 
Spooner No. 1 well in north Turner 
Valley is now bailing a high gravity 
crude and unable to keep pace with 
the oil which is steadily rising in the 
hole. There is a considerable amount 
of gas with the oil, and the crew nave 
put on a control head to guard against 
any sudden gushing of the well. 

It is expected that when the control 
head is closed and the oil agitated, the 
well may flow by heads. In prepara¬ 
tion for this contingency a 100-barrel 
storage tank has been set up at the 
well, while three more 250-barrel 
tanks are expected to arrive at Oko- 
toks this week for transportation to 
the well. 

The flow of oil was struck first last 
Friday at a depth of 4,030 feet. Dril¬ 
ling continued 30 feet deeper into the 
sand whan the oil began rising so fast 
that it coulld not be bailed down. AD 
ter bailing steadily Friday afternoon, 
all day Saturday arid Saturday night 
the oil had risen more than 350 feet 
high in the well. Gas coming with it 
indicated the well might “blow’’ at 
any .moment, and the crew Turned 
their attention to getting a control 
head on the well. 

While no tests have been t ma«e as 
yet, Clarence Snyder, driller at tae 
well, said that he estimated it was 
around 45 gravity Beaume, and a 
brownish green in color, a typical 
high gravity crude. Mr. Sy rider’s 
opinion was that the drill was down 
at least 100 feet into the .top of the 
Fernie shales. The formation is” a 
series of lime bands or streaks Inter¬ 
laced with hales, typical of the Fer¬ 
nie. 

Royalite Wells 

Steady progress is being made at 
all the Royalite and Imperial wells 
in Turner Valley and at other points 
in the province, according to a week¬ 
end report. 

Royalite No. 7, the offset to the II- 
linois-Alberta producer in Turner Val 
ley, was down 3,561 feet Saturday 
night and drilling steadily with the 
big rotary, still making excellent time 

Royalite No. 8, the new well which 
will offset the New McDougall-Segur 
No. 1 and Royalite No. 9 which will 
offset the Vulcan and Spooner wells, 
are making good progress, hgvfng tne 
foundations for the derrlclts complete 
and the rig builders are expected to 
start this week. 

Dalhousie No. 1 

Not the least interesting develop¬ 
ment of the last week In the Turner 
Valley oil field is further proof of the 
steep sided angle to the east flank ot 
the Turner Valley anticline again Do¬ 
ing demonstrated by cores removed by 
the big diamond drill from Dalhousie 
No. 1 well. This well, which was 
originally the old Southern Alberta 
No. 1 when taken over to be drilled 
deeper by the Dalhousie company, is

located on legal subdivision 4, section 
18, township *20, range 2 west ol the 
fifth meridian, just north of Royalite 
No. 4 natural gasoline .well. The drill 
is now deep into the limestone, and 
down a total depth Saturday night of 
3,838 feet, or 98 feet below the pro¬ 
duction horizon of Royalite No. 4 in 
the limestone. A considerable amount 
of gasoline saturated gas is coming 
up, but the amount cannot be deter¬ 
mined exactly owing to the heavy 
column of drilling fluid maintained at I 
all times in the hole. 

Cores are being continually remov¬ 
ed in the core barrel of the diamond 
drill which blocks up about every six 
feet owing to the choking of the shat 
tered limestone in long slivers. These 
show the pitch of the rock to be very 
steep, confirming the theory of ex¬ 
treme tilting of the anticlinal axis and 
conseqently deeper drilling on the | 
east flank. The depth that the drill J 
is in the limestone, however, indicates 
that the Dalhousie. No. 1 drill is close 
to the producing horizon strOck by I 
Royalite No. 4.

CROPREPORT 

Issued h> Department of Agriculture 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton 
June 30, 1927 

Crops throughout the province have 
•made good progress during the past 
two weeks, arid reports leaching the 
Department of Agriculture indicate 
that conditions generally are very 
satisfactory. Much early sown wn Ait | 
is in the shot blade and heads are 
showing in many fields where seeding 
was completed at an early date. I 
Spring .and fall rye ar<\ fully headed 
out and oats and barley are maxing 
rapid growth. Damage from pests is 
jighter this year than usual. Wire- 
worms- have made their appearance 
in a number rif districts, but’ vigorous 
growth has carried the crop past the 
stage where it can bo seriously injur¬ 
ed. Hail in a few districts has riom^, 
some damage but this is purely local 
in character. In the southern part of 
the piovince ideal growing weather is 
reported, early winter wheat is head¬ 
ing out, and a start has been made 
with the first cutting of alfalfa on 
many farms. While rainfall gener¬ 
ally has been sufficient to carry the 
crops along, water is being applied | 
over parts of the irrigation belt. Al¬ 
falfa, clovers, hay crops and prairie 
pastures have made splendid growth 
and livestock is in good condition. 
Warm showery weather throughout 
the central part of the province has 
carried crops along, well; conditions 
are ideal for'the breaking of much 
new land, ami summerfallowing is • 
from fifty to sixty per cent, compio-j. 
ted. Throughout this area and in 
more northerly sections there is evi¬ 
dence of a marked increase in acre-| 
age in many districts as compared 
with previous years. In the Peace 
River anil, Grande Prairie districts, 
rainfall nak been abundant and pros¬ 
pects generally are excellent. Seed¬ 
ing in this part of the province was 
completed earlier and crops at the 
present time are from a week to ten 
days ahead of those further south. A 
great dal of new land throughout this 
part of the province is being cleared! 
and broken in preparation for t*,o 
1928 crop. Conditions generally 
throughout the province are regard¬ 
ed as better than at this season for ai 
number of years and with favorable j 
weather throughout the remainder of | 
the growing and-filling period, pros¬ 
pects for a better than average cropP 
are very promising.

Twenty country elevators nave just 
been purchased by the Alberta Wheat 
Pool from the United Grain Company. 
Limited, it was officially announced 
on Monday. The elevators are locat¬ 
ed at Czar, Carbon, Halkirk, Hughen- 
den, I.rricana, Magrath, Big Valley. 
Byemoor, Bashaw, Elnora, Excel, 
Meeting Creek, Mecheche, Rumsey, 
RowleY, Sibbald, Youngstown, Chin¬ 
ook* Cgreal and Endlang. The Alber¬ 
ta WTieat Pool now owns 135 eleva¬ 
tors in Alberta. It is expected that 
the number will be increased to 150 
before the commencement of the mar¬ 
keting of the 1927 crop.

BURIED WITH HONOR 


From national thanksgiving the | 
nation’s capital turned to national 
mourning for a young American offi-l 
cer. Flying Lieut. J. Thad Johnson, 
who was killed Saturday when land -1 
ing with Col. Charles Lindberg's es-| 
cort, was borne through the streets of! 
Ottawa Sunday on a British gun car¬ 
riage under the Stars and Stripes in a 
full military funeral. Bells from the 
Victory Tower tolled, ten of thous¬ 
ands lined the streets as the cortege 
passed, and as the special train bear¬ 
ing the body back to the United 
States moved out across the Ontario 
countryside Charles Lindbergh in the 
Spirit of St. Louis, with seven Unit¬ 
ed States army fliers, swepr out of 
the grey sky to circle over the train 
and cast flowers into the winors as a 
last gesture to a departed aviaror. 

Lieutenant Johnson’s death Satur¬ 
day, witnessed by a multitude ot Holi¬ 
day seekers, cast a solemn tone over 
the divine services of Sunday. All 
day the body of the airman Jay in 
state in the Halls of Parliament. In 
the east block the flag-draped coffin 
bearing the officer’s cap and sword 
rested, guarded by men of the Royal 
Air Force with arms reversed and 
heads bowed. All day and throughout 
most of tfhe afternoon citizens four 
abreast moved .step by step along the 
sidewalks of Parliament Hill lo me 
past in hushed tribute to the pilot 
who had come to Canada bearing the 
goodwill of the American republic.; 
The Union Jack flew from the Parlia¬ 
ment Buildings at half-mast. 

Shortly after 3 o’clock, the Prime 
Minister, Hon. Vincent Massey, Hon. 
William Phillips, Right Hon. George, 
P. Graham, Sir George Perley and 
members of the cabinet arrived at the, 
east block. A brief, private service 
was read by Major Rev. H. I. Horsey 
chaplain of the 38th Highlanders of 
Canada, who in his prayer asked that 
“this expression of international 
friendship may redound to Thy 
Glory.” As the chaplain spoke th< 
words ‘‘We commend unto thee the 
soul of this our brother,” the bells 
from the tower rang out the first bars 
of Chopin’s Funeral March. Men of 
the Air Force lifted the coffin and 
bore it outdoors to the gun carriage 
of the Royal Canadian Mounted -Po¬ 
lice. Through the crowd which was 
comparable only to the throng of Do¬ 
minion Day itself, the long procession 
started toward the Plaza and station. 
Kric Mieville, representing His Ex¬ 
cellency the Governor General walked 
first behind the carriag^jfollowed by 
the Prime Misiter and representatives 
Dt military and civil life of the Do 
minion. Troops of the ODawa garri¬ 
son. Mounted Police and war veter¬ 
ans lined the route. When the bells 
ceased to toll the bafld took up the 
Dead March. 

The thudding of airplane engines 
was heard as the funeral moved 
across the crowded plaza, and out of 
the west came seven Comrades of Lt. 
Johnson, swinging in great circles ov¬ 
er the city and sweeping down over 
the procession with engines cut off. 
Down the street a firing party wjth 
scarlet and gold and busbies fired 
three volleys. Igist Post was sound¬ 
ed and the Governor General’s Foot- 
guards’ band played the Star Stran¬ 
gled Banner, while the garrison pre¬ 
sented arms. The body was borne 
through the station between police 
lines by the men of the Air Force. 
The station itself was in elaborate 
purple and black draperies. A few 
moments later the special train bear¬ 
ing the remains moved out, with Sel¬ 
fridge Field, Mich., as its destination. 

It was their tliat the Spirit of St. 
Louis appeared out of the heavy grey 
sky, moving in great wide circles over 
the train as it moved out along the 
banks of the, Rideau Canal, which 
were lined with people. Three times 
Col. Lindbergh circled the army fliers 
not far behind, to within a few feet of 
not far behind, towi thin a few feet of 
the train, casting as he did, great 
armsful of crimson peohies.

ITEMS OF INTEREST 

H. R. H. the Prince of Wales and 
H.R.H. Prince George will visit Van¬ 
couver and Victoria this summer, ac¬ 
cording to definite information from 
Ottawa. Premier Baldwin, who will 
he in Eastern Canada with their roy¬ 
al highnesses will be unable to come 
'this far west. 

Barometric indications now point 
to a spell of settled weather and the 
past two days have born out the Tore- 
cast with bright sunshine, very warm 
and little wind. Perfect grain grow¬ 
ing conditions and just what was 
wated at this particular time of the 
season. Unusual growth has been not 
ted and the standing of the wtiea: is 
but little behind the usual average of 
this date and is expected ko even up 
shortly. Crops are gene r/illy looking 
good with plenty of wheat In tne 
“boot” stage. Winter wheat has been 
headed out for over two weeks and 
looking strong. Rye is standing over 
5 feet high and is reported to be the 
best crop ever seen. There is prac¬ 
tically no oats in this district. Mois¬ 
ture is sufficient to carry the pres¬ 
ent -crop through but an occasional 
shower later will aid in completing a 
thoroughly satisfactory result. 

Fears that separate diplomatic rep¬ 
resentation of the dominions in Wash 
ington would embarrass diplomatic 
procedure have proved groundless, In 
the opinion of Sir Cecil Hurst, of the 
Berlin foreign office. Addressing the 
Norman Waite Harris Memorial In¬ 
stitute at the University of Chicago, 
the British speaker said that' confus¬ 
ion and overlapping had been avoided 
by following the same principle. This 
also applied to international treaty 
making conferences where there was 
separate Dominion represenration 
within the British delegation. iNniet- 
tered control over questions and reta- 
tions appertaining exclusively to the 
governthent or country which diplo¬ 
matic agent or delegate represented, 
close contact between the Britlsa am¬ 
bassador and the dominion minister or 
between the British delegation ano 
dominion representatives, resulted in 
harmonious and friendly co-operation 
in all matters of common interest. Sir 
Cecil said. Dealing with commercial 
treaty making by the dominions, 
which the speaker predicted would 
probably return to a wider imperial 
basis. Sir Cecil recalled that Canada 
was the pioneer among the dominions 
in commercial treatv pinking. Hav¬ 
ing taken a definite stand on the 
right of a colony to frame its own tar 
iffs, Canada by 1869 had secured trie 
recognition of this principle, he con¬ 
tinued and from this tvent naturally 
on to the negotiation of commercial 
treaties either in conjunction with or 
separate from the mother country. 
“There i» no doubt that the authori¬ 
ties in London regarded witli some 
misgivings the prospect of the do¬ 
minion enjoying complete independ¬ 
ence in control of their commercial 
policies,” he said. “It was a matter 
of surprise and regret, to see the 
colonies apparently blind to tne ad¬ 
vantages of the free trade system. 
However, the situation was accepted 
and treaties negotiated by the com¬ 
mercial authorities in London nave 
ceased to be applicable to other parts 
of the empire unless formally- accep¬ 
ted by them.”
